Says Glades Muck 
Isn’t Evaporating 


For the past several days there 
have been several articles appear- 
ing in a daily newspaper saying 
that Glades muck is fast evapo- 
rating. Some folks just don't be- 
lieve the ideas as advanced ` by 
some of the people at State Exper- 
iment Stations and don’t fail to 
say so. In Pahokee there is one 
man, Dr. L. W. Armstrong, who 
says that the muck is settling and 
not evaporating. His statement ap- 
pears below: 

“I have spent 50 years in. the 
Everglades (Pahokee) and there 
is just as.much soil here today as 
there was 50 years ago, and will be 
in 50 years from now. Pahokce and 
Belle Glade people do not have 
to worry about the soil being gone 
in 15 or 35 years. Many states 
have bogs and swamps of peat like 
northern Indiana, ‘Michigan, Maine 
and other states which they have 
drained and farmed for over 100 
years and still have just as much 
soil, but it has packed down from 
farming. “Our muck here, of 
course, has packed down about two 
feet, compared like a bale of straw. 
instead of loose stack. 

“In 1915 Mr, Henry Ridenour 
the first mule to What is now Pa- 
hokee. The muck was so soft and 
fluffy no horse could walk on it. 
He tied the mule out one night in a 
small clearing in front of his 
house. I was visiting him and when 
we looked out the next morning 
the mule was gone. We’ walked 
out to where the mule was tied and 
she had sunken out of sight over 
ten feet down to the rock, burie 
in the muck, dead. Now òn- the 
same ground, the soil is packed so 
tight it is difficult to bore a hole 
with an auger. Bench marks here 
at Pahokee show that land on the 
muck that is farmed has only gone
